Marines Increase Numbers 

In the past few years, the Marine 
Corps has been increasing in num- 
bers. Since December 8, 1941, when 
Congress declared a state of war 
existed against the axis nations, 
recruiting offices of the Marines 
have been overflowing with young 
recruits who are eager to enlist in 
the most popular branch of our 
armed services. To provide young 
officers to lead these large numbers 
of recruits, Headquarters Marine 
Corps is turning to leading college 
campuses throughout the nation for 
leaders. 

Anyone .meeting the require- 
ments of the Marines who has en- 
listed under this plan will begin 
training in the Candidates’ Class 
for Commission in monthly incre- 
ments of approximately 225, the 
first class beginning May, 1942. It 
is desired that students enlisted as 
juniors and sophomores remain on 
inactive status and continue in col- 
lege until they complete their 
course and receive their degrees. 
The training will consist of a course 
of instruction of approximately 
three months as enlisted men, fol- 
lowed by commission and further 
training in a Reserve Officers’ 
course of a similar period. Upon 
completion of the latter course, the 
officers will be assigned to general 
duties with troops. 

Good Pay On Duty 

Pay while serving on active duty 
during the first three months o^ 
training will be at the rate of $36 
per month, plus transportation, 
food, clothing, and dental and med- 
ical care. After being commissioned 
as a second lieutenant, an officers’ 
pay will increase to $125 a month 
with allowances for food and quar-
